ALTERNATIVE A PETITION FOR THE REVIVAL OF AN APPLICATION FOR 
PATENT ABANDONED UNINTENTIONALLY UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(b) 

Dear Sir: 

Applicants hereby petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment of the above- 
Identified application. Applicants never received from the U.S. Patent Office a "Notice to 
File Missing Parts of a Non-Provisional Application" and believe that either no such 
notice was ever sent out by the U.S. Patent Office or was sent to the wrong address. 
Alternatively, however, enclosed is a petition for the revival of the application Under 37 
CFR 1.137(b). 

Applicants received a Notice of Abandonment dated April 1, 2002. In the Notice, 
It is stated that no reply to the Notice to File Missing Parts of a Non-Provisional 




Application was received. Applicants, however, have never received a Notice to File 
Missing Parts from the U.S. Patent Office and thus were not aware of the requirement. 

After receiving the Notice of Abandonment, Applicants ordered a copy of the file 
contents which are included herewith as Appendix A. Please note in the enclosed file 
wrapper, no Notice to File Missing Parts is present. Therefore, it is believed that either 
a Notice to File Missing Parts was never sent or mistakenly sent to the wrong address. 

Further, it is noted that the file contents contain a Notice to File Missing Parts for 
U.S. Application No. 09/577,462 (the serial number for the present application is 
09/577,461 ). This document does not relate to the above-captioned application and 
should not be included in the file wrapper. 

Our law firm was aware that we had not received a Filing Receipt from the U.S. 
Patent Office. In this regard, we had called the U.S. Patent Office in April of 2001 and 
requested a status. At that time, a representative of the U.S. Patent Office instructed us 
that the application was pending and had to be entered into the system. 

In view of the above, since Applicants were not aware of the Notice to File 
Missing Parts deadline, it is requested that the holding of abandonment be withdrawn 
and that a Notice to File Missing Parts be issued by the U.S. Patent Office. It is 
submitted that previously a Notice to File Missing Parts was never sent out by the U.S. 
Patent Office or, alternatively, was sent to the wrong address and party. 

In the abundance of caution, also enclosed is a Petition for Revival of the 
Application for an Application that has gone abandoned unintentionally. Included with 
the Petition is a Response to the Notice to File Missing Parts including signed 
Declarations by two of the inventors. One of the inventors, however, is currently out of 
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the country and is believed to be unavailable. For the past 414 months, our law firm has 
been attempting to contact the unavailable inventor to no avail. Consequently, also 
enclosed is a Petition Under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47.
